Why ;-When &-Pariſh' that hath been Indicted for letting ſome offenſive and abomi- 
nable ſtinking, Cartion, or other Rabbilh, lye in the Kings High-way, ſhall, come and 

lead by Learned 'Gouncil, and. the Doctor of the Parifh v ,the truth, that the 
Nnknce for which the Indictmenr was brought, is Removed, Buried or is it 
not eaſie and of conrſe to get the Indictment quaſhr? So in this Gliſe, where for the 
ſtanding and being of a great Carved, Guilded, Image, Called St. Mcchael, u the 
Commandments of God, and in a Proteſtant Church ; the Church-Wardens, or, 
and Lefturer, having been all Indicted for ir, and the fame being in it ſelf Scanda- 
lous and an offence, io Indittable at Common Law ( as ſome in Court 'told che 
Doctor; ) But yet upon. the Doctors ipaiYe, (and,whatever. be iſayes is /:rbuwr Sacer- 
dotis, ) and pleading-by Learned Council alio that the Itoage for Which che Andidtment 
was brought, is taken down and Burnt, and ſo the offence cealed, there was with

Thar the 
Unjnſt knowtth no ſhame. Your very Texts may convince any Man, that this Pam- 

came from the {ame hand, from which the other Pumatiler came which had this 
ext, vit. Thou that _ Idols; doeſt thon tominit Sacriledge ? which was a fit 
Fext for our LeQurerto apply, and call the Burning of -the Imeyge Sacritedge, though 
the Image | was never more conſecrated than any old Broom belonging ro the 
Charch. Thus much in anfwer to your own Texts. 
.. You (have not all rhe Srgtute of Edwaxd the Sixth. Particularly, you have, 
willfally omitted the Provilo, which only provides for the ſtanding and remaining of 
only ſuch Pifures or Images as are/ on Toombs and Monoments. Ir isa pr & 
fir L Papiſts to ſay, Thar Law was only for aboliſhing all ſuch Maſs-Books voy! Ima- 
as were then ſtanding and being : Yea,” but we may fer them up again if wenew 
make the Images, and bring in the tame Maſs-Books if we new print them, and fo 
plead theſe are not the ſame that were then ſtanding and being ; for this Image was 
made Arno 59. without order of Veſtry, but by the mear Fancy of Mr. Ben. Fd- 
wards, when he was Church-Warden: So then you would make the Fancy of Z4- 
wards the Church-Warden to have ourwirted the Law of Edward the King. Ben. 
is a true Church-man, and I am ſure a grear Enemy to Papiſts , therefore - they 
will never Saint him for the Contrivance, becgute Ben's Fancy reachc only to pur 
him on the Steeple; ir was not he, no I warrant you, that Removed him and pla- 
ced him as an Ornament to the Commandements, by ſtanding on the top of them, 
as ready to kick the Second Commandement out of doors, as foon as ever Popery 
ſhould enter. 

" But then pag. 3. you ſeem very skilful in the knowledge of Images and their 
Names for you tell the World in print, that the top of th& Chutch of Barkin is ſet 
about with Guilded figures called Serephims, and in the firſt Pamphler pag. 2. you tell 
us the Names of others in our Charch, viz. Satxrn, Mars, and other Pagan Idols : 
A man would think you had been at the Chriſtniug,' if not as LeQurer, yet as Clark 
to ſay Amen, out of ſpite to the poor Clark, to hinder him of Fees and Gloves : 
Or elſe perhaps you ſtood Godfather ; elſe how ſhouldſt thou come 1o' intimate with 
theſe lofty things ? 

; As for theſe things you call Seraphims on the very Roof of our Chureh.z they are 
nothing but meer Faces, wich Wings on each ſide of their Chops 3 and yer canſt pre- 
lently tell us who they are by their very Grinning or Gritting ; nay you tell us their 
very qualities, for thou faieſt _—_— the higheſt Order of Angels. O the Depth of this 
Wiſdom ! it is learnedly faid ; uſe they ſtand on the top of the Church, Ergo they 
are higheſt : This is moſt Lectorical Logick; ever Boy of Sandon knows as much, thar 
he that is on the top of the Steeple is the higheſt Lad in the Pariſh. 

But why doſt thou take things thus by Tradition ? Thouiwrr a man of great Faich, 
for no Man will believe thou ever faw'ſt Angel or Seraphim bar in Apparition 3 bur I 
won't grapple with you in this diſpute, nor where they commenced wheu they took 
ſach high Degrees, whether. at Oxford or at St. Andrews. I have no s$kill in any 
Saint, till 'they be grown as big as our Lubber Sr. Michael; nor do 1 think I ſhould 
know cr mp: if I meer him in Apparition, now his Carving and Guilding is all 
linged off. 

And as for thoſe Superior things that have only Faces and no Bodies, I call them 
only by your General Title of Pamphlets , _—_— of Shams, or Lecturers 
Brats, and leave you to Chriſten them with whar Name you pleaſe. | 

And they being nothing elſe but Face, you have a fair Mark to Sprinkle at; and 
they will cry no more at your Chriſtning, than St. Afichael! did when I burnt him; 
if you ſhall ſay I prophane the Order or Service of the holy Sacrament of Baptiſm, 
ſo did you, when —=_ called St. Michael my God-ſon, Lettoris ad Exemplum; O let 
not the Devil rebuke ſin; and [let who will vouch for -you, that thole are Sera- 
phims, as you call them, for I will never be God-father again, ſeeing you have ſo 
vainly and prophanely defiled the name by applying it to an [mage - for though its 
true I have heard that Papiſfs do Chriſten. their Images,* yet I never heard they 
had God-fathers before Mr. Sawnders printed it. Thus I only lay open the ſub- 
ſtance of the Matter,, let other Men enlarge upon your Texts, and your Brats, and 
your Images, and your defence at Seſſions and in print, and your Bowings, m_— 
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® way of performing Ceremonies, 'and the: timing . of them, not beginning them till the 
Plot was Diſcoveriug, and untill you had. got, up St. Afichael, Organs, and IWhite 
bread's Carpet, &c. expoſed to view in the Front inſtead of our white Linnen, which 
the Act of Uniformity. Injoyns. For ſure it will be neceſſary for ſome of our. Reve- 
rend Clergy in this juaCture, to oppoſe that Doctrine of Images, which you ſo ſtre- 
nuouſly advance z ( for your whole quarrel is becauſe 1 pulled down an ge: ) Ler 
nor Papiſts ou ane hand be-encouraged,. and hardned in- their 1dolatries, ,and Phana- 
ticks on the other haud pretend ſome ground for their Clamours, that the;Ehurch of 
England, '0r at leaſt ſome of her Seraphim or Topp-beaby Sons are warping towards: Popery, 
though it.is in truth only a Lecturer, and a few mare; ſcarce one of nine thouland _— 
Churches in England ule ſuch Ceremonies as we do, (Cathedral, &c. excepteds. 

-Þur., towards- the end of your Anonimous Pamphlet I ' mer this dreadful Charge, 
fol..3-:;;That there 15 one of theſe- Faces ſet up at the Eaſt end of the Church, plum over 
the Communion T aule, towards which the late upper Church-warden, as many of the Pa- 
74ſh will teſt ifie, hath frequently Bowed without any ſcruple of Conſcience while the. figure 
called St. Michael ſtood thereupon. 

Truly all this I can deny as ſtiff as ever any Prieſt of St. Michael, or any Jeſuit 
did at Tybur', that 1 had no hand in this Plot, I am as clear of it as the Child un- 
born. 

Pray Name your Witneſſes ayd Time, when ond where, to prove that ever | Bow- 
ed.to any thing {et ,up at the Eaſt end of the Church; but your Pamphler having 
no Bodies Naine to it, I cannot tell who to go to but ro you, our Apparition Lecu- 
rer; and if you can't bring Real Corporeal Witneſſes, then bring ſome Apparition to 
piove it, for [ believe thou haſt more Apparitions in thy Budget, Jonathan, 

And now to couclude. all this Tragedy, I find at the Rump of this nameleſs Au- 
thors Pamphlet, there comes out a flaſh like the blaze at the tail of a Comet, with 


a thundering Sentence or Bull of Condemnation of the Book called, The Birth and. 


Lurking, &Cc. Ineuding, I ſuppoſe to blaſt rhe Credit thereof, by the {cribble of one 
that dares not put his Name to what he prints : But People do the rather fun on 
aud, buy that Book the more, 1o that it requires a ſecond Impreſſion; becauſe they 
lee the- LeAurer inclines to Stifle it, but none ro Anſwer it: For inſtead of Anſyer- 


ing any one particular of the Ceremonies charged upon him, to have never except on. 


Communion dayes been performed by hin till St. Af:chael was {et upon the Commandments; 


this Leaurer does as that Ignorant Author did, who thought the World would be-. 


lieve he kad fully Confuted the Learned Roman Cardinal, by only ſaying, Bellarmine, 
thou Lyeſt. . | 

So _ ſine Nomine Pamphleteer, alias Lefurer, or Will in the wiſp,or dark Lanthora man, 
cr I know not who to call him ( becaule he is aſhamed to print his Name ) a&ts much at the 
{ame rate, and fays it was ſome bodies Opinion, that it was a rude, icurrilous, inſolenc

By the verrue of a late upper Church-Warden of O-ninm Santtorum, and in the Name of 
Santta Clara, Santta Winifred, Sanftns Antonius, Vaniſh ; but more particularly by the all 
powerfull Name of our great Champion St. Michael, I command you down to your thades: 


This ſaid, away the frightful Mormo flew, 


And Lefturer alone was left in view. 


O ! was it ou, Mr. Apparition Lecturer, that thus frighted me ? well, dow print no 
more Apparirions, and I will ſerve you ; do but try me once more, if you can but get-me 
to accept of the Office again, then to pleaſe you, Ile pull that Fa-La-Soll- Clark ont of 
the Desk by the ears, thar is ſuch an eye-ſore to thee ; I will make him a Desk juft before 
you, where he ſhall tay Amen as it were ander your feet, that ſo you may Crow over him, 
and ſo pull down his Pride as I did St. Aichael ; but you muſt not Burn him, leaſt you be 
Proſecuted for Burning Church Ornaments. For ro give the Clark his due, that ſtands at 
your right hand, he 1s as an Ornament as the rer or St. Michael, for he keeps 
us all in tune, ( except the Leurer. ) The mao ſings well, and does nick a Pſalm as ſuita- 
bly to the Sermon, as the LeCturer does his Sermon to rhe otcaſion : And pray good Mr. 4p- 

ition Lecturer be pacified ; and pray preſent my Serviee to that Divine that Preachr at 


our Church on Sunday the OF 7c, in the Afternoon, who 1 won't name, becauſe I pay him 


reſpect : Tell him, I took notice that he made occaſion to inveigh againſt ſuch as Lampoon 
Miniſters and their Ceremonies, &c. And tell him I went home and applyed it to my own 
ſelf as he meant ir, and ic might have done ſome ns upon me ; but looking into the Cler- 
hy" three printed multiplying-Glaſſes, particularly that called a fiery Apparition,&c. I faw 
there a Clergy-man doing rhedame thing ; Lampooning not only me, *alſo the very Ex- 
preſſions uled in the Service and Ceremonies of the holy Sacrament of Baptiſm, which the 
Church hath ſo ſolemnly injoyn'd ; and with vil'e impedence pur it in print, vainly and pro- 
pap giving me __ of God-Father to a wooden Image, and Printing, as ſpeaking 
of the Image St. Michael, calls it Mr. Shermans God-ſou : And remembring your Saipectedly 
Superſtitious bowing at the other Sacrament allo :. Nay then, quoth I to my ſelf, theſe are but 
vain and ſuſpectedly ſuperſtitious, Ridiculing, Lampooning Parſons, and they would have 
a Bull or Grant ro Lampoonand Ridicule others in Print, and in the Pulpits too; and meer- 
ly upon occaſion of a-rotten Image, but they would not be Lampoon'd or: Ridicul?d them- 
ſelves; which made me early the next Monday morning take my pen in hand, and draw all 
this in as much Ridicule and Lampoon faſhion as the Guts of a Superannuated Church-War- 
den could lnvent, and therefore you were as good ſpare the Preſs, and ſpare the Pulpits for 
beger ules, than ro Lampoon or Ridicule the Laity ; eſpecially me; elſe Ple Lampoon you 
again and again : Say you are glad I don't Bamboo you; for truly, traly, if Divines do theſe 
raſcally tricks, we Lay-men cannor ſtand ſtill and ler you ſpit in our: Faces your venomous 
Malice from the Pulpit, and not wipe it off with a printed Paper, and let the World know 
that whatever you print or Preach _ me, it is all but only upon occaſion, becauſe I 
did not defend an Image, and fo you do but publiſh your ſelves to the world to be Advo- 
cates for Images. 

Let me alone, and mind your own buſineſs of reaching Folks the way to Heaven, with- 
out thoſe ſide-winds of Refleftion out of the Pulpit, which makes the people remember ro 
repeat _—_— of the Sermom to one anorher bart this : I think the Parſon paid off Mr. Sher- 
mar. to day, for Lampooning of Miniſters and their Ceremonies. Bur truly another replygs 
they give Mr. Sherman juſt Cauſe, and he will certainly do it the more, becauſe Mitidar 
print Apparitions z and Ple warrant you hel pay them all off in princ again, for he is taught 
by the Parſon to lay, I/bere there is no Law, there is no Tranſprefſion. 

Thus you give the people heavenly marter to talk en, Lampooning of Miniſters and 
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their Ceremonies; and: ſo you vent private Spleen in that Holy place where you ſhould 4e. 
liver the Oracles of God : Don'r tell me any moreof Ludere cam Santtis ; for 1 will aniwer, 
the Devil rebukes ſin. Ple believe rBenefit by the Church-prayers ; bur none by Sermons of 
ſuch Preachers, till they leave off their Railing.

If thy Ceremonious practices be not all abſolutely fo enjoin'd , why doeſt thou defend 
them, and daily ſnarl at them that won't take thy Word for it, rather than an Act of 
Parliament ? Tell me not of Canons, except fuch as are allowed by Acts of Parliament ; for 
1 know no Cannons but the great Guns on Tower-hill ; (and they are almoſt al! worne off or 
gone t00) except they have paſſed the Tripple Scrutiny of Englana,and ſo become Laws.

The Cerrificates which I annually make upoa Re- 
cord { of my taking the Sacrament ) owaccount of the Office I hold in this Honourable City, 
may fatisfie the Inquiſitors in that point ; but I further ſay, our Religion as now eſtabliſhr, 
is the beſt-in the World ; I write not only © Judgment, but my own Experience of the 
Lutheran,and Calvin, as well as of the Papsſts Religion ;the Practice and Doctrine of all which 
I have Perſonally ſeen, known, and undetitood, in Denmark,, Swedeland, Sprutia, Germany, 
Polonia and Flandeys, and other parts: I value my Experiences in Religion more than my 
Reading 3 and on that Afſurance and Satisfaction , I declare our eſtabliſh Religion of the 
Church .of England, to be the beſt of the World. 

Bur as there is danger on one Hand, from thoſe that fall ſhort of the Church of En-!and, 
that it may tend to Confuſion, lo there is danger alſo on the other Hand from thole that go bes 
yond ; for ſuch Winged S-raphim-ſfons of the Church as fly higher in their Ceremonies than 
his Majeſties ACt of Uniformiry directs, when thole Soarers are once upon the Wing of dif- 

uiſe or deſign of preferment,and have got beyond or above the Kings Law, they may fly as 
Figh as the Church of Kome, nay, to Rome it lelf, and there Rant, and Roar, and Sing, and 
Curſe and Damn, and Drink, and Drink, and Drink on, till they ſpew and reel, and 
thruſt their Thumb under their Girdle, and loll their Head to the Larboard , and ſtrut and 
ſtare, and ſtagper and {wagger , and ſo vent, and gulp up their words ſtutteringly and ſtam- 
meringly, calling all Phanarzcks ( perhaps Hereticks too ) that don't ( becaule they ought 
not ) or perhaps can notfly as high as ſuch lofry Sons of the Church do, until ar laſt near 
Eight Thouſand honel(t fober, Clergy-men, right bred-Sous of the Church, more Pi- 
hy exemplary, and Zealous and Senous, and more regularly devour, ſhall be all ſpewed up- 
on by ſuch Mounta Seigmiora's ; from home, Libera nos Domine. 

Now ſeeing it is c_— true that there are about Eight Thouſand parochial Churches in 
England , where the Miniſters don't ſay ſecond Service at Communion-Table, nor don't fay 
any part of the Communion Service at Communion-Table, at any time but only on Commu- 
nion-dayes, or ſome perhaps upon High Holy-dayes, nor thoſe Eight Thouſand don't quit 
their Pulpics without Prayer or Bleſſing, to perform their after Sermon-Prayer and Bene- 
diction art the Altar ; ought we not therefore to be ſo charirable as to believe that the Eiphr 
Thouſand underſtand their Duty and Conſcience, and that they practiſe as much as they be- 
lieve to be their Duty ?

Bur ſeeing 
you have firſt brought me upon the Stage, and firſt began with me by two Pamphlets, 
Challenging and charging me for not C_— a vile Image no better; and upon thoſe 
two Challenges when my Vindication came forth in a Book called Birch and Burning, &c. 
then by a late Libel entiruled The Sham- Indiftmert Quaſht ; you feem to challenge me again, 

andl b eing once more met by you upon the Stage in print, now I do here y wt, and 
charge you, that you have been the Beginner of tuch Ceremonies as have been the occaſion 
of all this pother and noiſe about this Image ; you {melt ir would come home to your door at 
laſt,and therefore you firſt skreamed ont ; But what is the matter now ? have you catcht a Tar- 
tar? O! Now I have got you here, I will keep you on the Stage untill you Anſwer me, and 
give an account of your Faith in thoſe Ceremonies, that have made this embroyl; and I 
challenge and —_ you to anſwer me in Print with your own hand ; not with a.

It is a pretty kind of a fide-wind Reflection upon all the other Pariſhes in London ; and may 
you not receive a Reply thus : That all ſober men will allow the Liberty of laying this, that 
there is not a more Cteremontous and unferious Lecturer in all London, than this Mr. Seux- 
ders, that Ridicules the Name of Godfather, and Prints fo many Pamphlets in defence of a 
vile Image ſet upon the Commandments of God. 

Will you be {o fawcy as to ufe Cathedral Service inthe Pariſhes of Barking and Sandor, 
which are pittiful ſucking Parithes in wg: 0996 of Mother Cathedrals. If you have a mind 
to be a Cathedral fellow, muſt 7 make every poor man of Sandon a Cathedral fellow 
too: Nay then Cathedrals and Parochial Churches ſhall be hail feJlow well met, and 
Biſhops, Deans, Prebends, Doctors, Parſons and Lecturers too : No, keep your diſtance, 
you are a great way off from Lawn Sleeves ; for thongh we can all Huzza together, both Par- 
{on, LeQturer and Pariſhioners, yer you Mr. Lefturer muſt not climb up to the top of a Ca- 
thedral preſently. | | 

2. My ſecond Quzre demands Anſwer for your own fufpitiouſly Superſtitious Bowing at 
the Altar , when there is no Communion, no Bread and Wine there; who you then bow 
unto? becauſe it is by ſome ſuſpected a Superſtirious bowing to that Image; upon this Ground, 
becauſe you never went up to bow at the Altar, or ſay ſecond Service, &c. before St. Ms- 
chael was ſet there ( except on Sacrament-dayes : ) you muſt tell the World Learnedly who 

you bow unto, when there is no Communion, and a Reaſon why our preſent Vicar never 
Bows. at all; ſure you won't alledge Doctor Lafield's bowing ( before St. Michael was ſet 
there ) though only at Sacrament Dayes, as a ſufficient ;Argument for your doing ir, be- 
cauſe an Old Man did ſo, whoſe Reaſons for w— are dead with him ; and ſeeing our 
living Vicar dont bow ; it hath given the Prints occaſion to ſay, that Men of leaſt Learuigg 
are for moſt Ceremonies. If you can't, or don't tell the World in Print why you bow , and 
who yon, bow unto, then inſtead of ſaying ( as you ought ) We know what we Worſhip, the 
words of or Blefſed Saviour, will be turd upon you ; Ye Worſhip ye know not what,Joh.4.22. 

O give no occaſion for People to fay to the LeCturer of Barking, as St. Paul did to the 
Men of Athens, I perceive that in all things you are too Superſtitions ; and leaſt by your bow- 
ing in an ignorant and unknown Devotion to the Altar at Barking, men be rempred to 
' think that you ignorantly worſhip an Altar, like that at Arhens, which had an Inſcription , 

* To the unknown God, Adts 17. 22, 23. 

3. My third Quzre demands Anſwer for your Bowing even on Communion-dayes ; what 

can 
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can you ſay in defence of your bowing at the Altar, on Sacrament dayes? and under 
this third Quezre, 1 ſhall not ule the prelent Vicar Doctor Hicks, his not bowing for an Ar- 
gument againſt you ; 1 hope you will not pretend the fame Reaſon that Paps/ts give for 
their bowing ; there is no Corporal Preſence ( as they fallly alledge ) to pay our Adoration 
unto, but only the Altar, the Elements, Bread and Wine z which being bowed unto, is a 
more ridiculous Foppery, than at moſt the very Papiſts themſelves are guilty of. 

4- My fourth Quzre demands that in further Anſwer to my firſt Quere, you ſhould ſubjoyn 
this, and ſay whether the AQ of Uuniformity does alſo pofitively command , direct or en- 
join the Miniſters quitting the Pulpit withour Prayer or Bleſſing, and fo ſtop that part of the 
Service of God ; and diverting the People with a Tune of the Organ, till you can go into 
Veſtry, and Accouter your ſelf, to ſay after Sermon, Service or Prayers and BenediCtions 
at the Altar, whereby many looſe the t of the BenediCtion ; becauſe when the Mini- 
ſter comes our of the Pulpir, they go our of the Church, believing all is done, not being ac- 
cuſtomed to it elſewhere : For thole that do talk of reading Communion Service at the Altar 
after Sermon , underſtand it only on Communion dayes, and to Communicants only ; 
whereas your practice is direct — ; for you go every Sunday ( except Communion- 
dayes) out of the Pulpit to read part of the Commmunnion Service to all rhe Congregation 
thatremain, though there is no Communion at all : Nay, whenit is Communion day, then 
you do diſmiſs the Congregation with Prayer and Ble Ting in the Pulpit ; and afterwards read 
Communion Service at the Altar to the Communicants only ; there are ſome hold theſe after 
Sermon Services ſhould be faid in the Desk ; if you fall out among your ſelves, don't blame 
Diſſenters till you can all agree. 

I do grant, that when Two Miniſters are at Church, then as ſoon as one hath done Sermon, 
the other goes to the Altar, to ſay Prayers and Benedictions, which alſo is ſuch a kind of 
changing of hands, and of {aying our Services, as we were never uſed to until the damnable 
Hellifh Popiſh Plot was breaking our : And thus the Time, the Time,the nicking and timing of 
it ſo luckily, does make ſome 1uſpition ſtick. 

I did not think of theſe things ſo Much before, as now I do, when I ſee you bawling at me 
thus in print for Burning one filthy Image 3 and to find you skulk under diſguiſed Titles of 
Apparitions and Shams,as one that would fain keep Images ; bur Times,thanks be to God,are 
not ſo far gone towards Popery,as to give you confidence enough to putyour Name to all your 
Prints; though you did begin with your own Name in The F:ery Apparition, which I lay up 
in pia M:moria, for my Quondam Friend Fohnathan ; and write upon it, This is the Champi- 
on for[mages,with alt your Books and Texts Repeated in this Book,fo laudably tuirable to the 
occaſion z O why have you made this pother and noiſe ? are you not aſhatmed to call it a 
poor innocent Figure ; and in another place St. Michael; and in Thomſon, to call it a Sim- 
bole ? And thus this Tool, —Is Chriſtned by every Fool. O ye ſounding Braſs and tinckling Cima 
bals, 1 Cor. 13. & v. 1. 

Does not your many Pamphlets make you like him in Zuzges 18. & 24. who bellowing 
for his Idols, being askr what ailed him,cryed out; To# have taken away my gods; and do you 
ak, what ails me; don't imirate this Mans fooliſh Idolatrous zeal any longer, but rather go 
cool your ſelf at Sandor; and then come calmly as a Miniſter ſhould do, and admonith me in 
private, for not defending your Images no better. 

Johnathan, [I can't leave Rerorting not only your own Texts , but a Sentence of your own 
napon you, taken out of your own dear Book Tituled, A New Narrative of a Fiery Appariti- 
ron, ſeen on ſeveral Dayes about Tower-hill, &c. Your words are theſe: 

I know how unhandſom it is to interrupt Men of Buſineſs, with little particular concerns of 
our own, &c. 

But becauſe you confeſs it unhandſom, I ſhan*r chide you ſo much as I would, having whipt 
you ſo muchalready for the fault, that I am afraid you will cry, 0 Sir, will rever diſturb Men 
of buſineſs more : befare you dowt then, nootherwiſe than barely Anſwer all my ſeventeen

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_ {@enlightned, by ſuch blinking Candle-light romenes zeal , may ſee to do good to 
the blind Folks that ſer one «p on the Steeple; and that removed it «p to the Alrar , and that 
Print it wp in ſome Pamphlets that they are aſhamed to own; and that Preach it «p in Pulpits 
by a New LeCtorian way of reflecting upon a Church- Warden that pulled ic down ; rendring 
itto Vulgar underſtandings Sacriledge. 

After we have once got Images and Candles, we may then be perſwaded by ſome un- 
ſerious Lecturer to begin a GIS Superſticious Adoration, upon a pretence thar the Image 
hath wrought a Miracle in making him Conſcientious of his duty ; __ in opening the eyes of 
his underſtanding, enabling him to know the Rubrick, and execute the Act of Conformity 
better than he had done for many Years ſince his Majeſties happy Reſtanration, whom God 
long preſerve ; which this Lecturer never could ſo underſtand to be his Duty, as to prattiſe 
it, before the Alcar was Adorned with this Image, and the glorious Carpet of Mr. WWhite- 
bread,nor ever could bring his lofry Heart to Bow there, before this great Carved, Gilded 
Image of the all powerful and vitorionſly Thiamphant St. Aichael was ſet there ( except on 
Sacramen: dayes when Bread and Wine was there.) x 

If you will conſult Holy Writ, you ſhall find who they were that were ſome of the firſt that 
thought Images fit companions for the Ark or Church of God ; why, it was a parcel of lewd 
Philiſtian Prieſts and Diviners and Conjurers, as you may read the Story at large in the firſt 
Book of Sam. c. 6.v. 2. And the Philiſtians called for the Prieſts and the Divers, ſaying, 
IV bat ſhall we do to the Ark, of the Lord, &c. And v.3. They ſaid, &c. Send it not empty, &c. 
And v. 5. Tg make Images of your Emrods , and Images of your Mice, &&c. And v. 11. 
Theſe were laid in the Cart with the Ark, 

Theſe were Philiſtian Prieſts and Diviners, that hegun but wich ſmall Mice, but now we 
are called Prieſts and Divines, we muſt have them a Size bigger, a luſty Fellow as big as 
our St. Michael; yea, and he muſt ſtand fifteen or fixten Years ſeaſoning on the Steeple, 
for fear he ſhould ſtink, before he be thought ſweet euough ro ſtand on our Altar; perhaps you 
may ſay, though the Phil:ſtins thought to ſtop the God of 1ſraels Mouth ih thoſe with 
an/Image as big as a Mouſe, yet the fame God now muſt have one'as big as a Man.. I further 
obſerve, that theſe Images being ſent away with the Ark in a Cart , drawn by Two Milch- 
kine that were tied to the, Cart, yet theſe ſenſlels Beaſts did not prize ( becaule they knew 
not ) the worth of what they had in Poſſeſſion (viz. the Ark of God )) but went"en lowing 
as they went, Yerſ. 12. meerly for the want of their Calves, which were ſhut up at home, 
Verſ. 10. : 

a what if theſe Two Philiſtin Cowes did ſo,muſt we have rwo Milch-kine at Barking 
do ſo too ? though they have theArk of God (the Church) in their poſſeſſion; nay,though they

So in our prelent caſe, when an Image had given ſuch oftence and ſcandal byſtanding in ſuch 
a place,and your going up to read Service at-the place where it ſtood, which you never did be- 
forethe Image was ſer there (excepton Sacrament dayes when Bread and Wine was there ;) 
And alſo an Indictment being brought againſt the Church-wardens for letting ic continue ; 
ſure then it was lawful enough for ſuch an Officer as a Church-warden to pull ic down and 
Burn it; eſpecially at ſuch a juncture of time as when the Ark , the Church of God was, and 
is, in ſo great danger of _—_ the hands of the ( Philiſtians ) Papiſts + and Images are 
{uch-inleparable Badges of that Religion, that there is no Pap:/ts Church that I ever ſaw 
( and T have feen many ) without them. 

And who ever blames me in Print or Pulpit for Burning this abominable Badge of Super- 
ſition, they cannot diſtinguiſh chemlelves from being pleaders for Images; and they that 

ead for Images in Churches, are as near a-kin to Superſtition , as Superſttion ir ſelf is of 

in to Popery ; -and whoever Bows to an Image , or Fathers ſuch Texts, as are in the 

Firſt and Laſt of the Three Pamphlets «por the occaſion,can never quir thernſelves from a Suſpi- 
cious leaning towards Superſticion ; and he that Bows to meer Bread and Wine, that juſt came 
out of a fawcy Clarks hands before the Miniſter hath laid his Conſecrating hands, and pro- 
nounced the Words of Conlecration ; muſt needs give Papiſts themielves occaſion to Re- 
proach thoſe that do ſo, more than we can Reproach them for Bowing afcer Conlecration. 

IconfeſsI cawt write of ſuch praftices without emotion; for I love not ro treat ſtarcht 
nonſenſical Folly with too much Gravity ; there is no Man hatha more due Reſpect :o pious 
and ſerious Clergy-men, than my lelf; but to ſee Miniſters that ſhould imploy themlelves 
in Inſtruting us from Godsfſacred word , ſpend their time in ſcribling Libels in defence of 
odious Images, who can, behold theſe things wichour Indignation ? 


I am verily perſwaded, that I do upon this occaſion diſcharge my Duty to the Church of Exgland; to dere all 
I loving, and cringingly Ceremonious and unſerious LeRurers ; eſpecially if all this may trend to drive this one 
our-lying Dear home to his Park at $:ndon, to rake care of his Flock in the hands of a Hireling; for how ſhould
